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An Act to amend the Court of Chancery (Ireland) 
Regulation Act, 1850. 



W HEREAS by the Court of Chancery (Ireland) Regulation preamble. 
Act, 1850, certain Enactments are contained for the 
making of Regulations and general Orders by the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland, with the Assistance of the Master of the Rolls, 

5 but it is doubtful whether by the said Act the Consent and Sig- 
nature of the Master of the Rolls are necessary to the Validity of any 
such Regulations or Orders, and it is expedient to remove such 
Doubt : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
10 and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



1. That all Regulations and general Orders to be made by the hrg»I«ioB. 
Lord Chancellor under and for the Purposes of the said Act, or under made 

any other Act of Parliament enabling him to make Orders, by and 
15 with the Advice and Assistance of the Master of the, Rolls, and but'“j(jca’ 
which shall have been previously laid before the Master of the Rolls been 

for his Concurrence, but which shall not be consented to or si^ed by 
him, shall be of the same Force and Effect as general Regulations and of the Rolls, 
Orders of the said Court as if the same had been consented to and 

jgg signed as if they had 
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received such signed i)y the Master of the Rolls, but subject in every such Case to 
Consent. Directions as are in the said Act of the Thirteenth and 

Fourteenth Years of Her present Majesty contained for having such 
Regulations and Orders laid before both Houses of Parliament, and 
for the Resolution of either House of Parliament thereon. 
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
